SESSIONS  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE 

The  Legislature  of  Alabama  is  elected  for  four  years.  Until  1943  it  met  in 
regular  session  only  once  in  the  four  years.  In  1939  the  Thirty-ninth  Amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  Alabama  was  adopted  providing  for  one  organi- 
zation session  of  the  Legislature  and  for  biennial  regular  sessions. 

The  present  Legislature  met  in  January,  1943,  for  its  organization  session. 
At  that  time  officers  of  the  Legislature  were  elected  and  standing  commit- 
tees were  appointed. 

The  first  regular  session  convened  May  6,  1943,  and  remained  in  session 
for  60  consecutive  calendar  days.  The  second  regular  session  will  meet  on 
the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  1945. 

Special  sessions  may  be  called  by  the  governor.
